ture  of  foods  for  sale  to  the  public. 
5  Ministry  of  Food  has  issued  a  state- 
tit  advising  housewives  not  to  use 
end  oils  (including  liquid  paraffin)  as 
stitutes  for  edible  oils  in  home  cooking.

Emergency    Dental    Treatment. — The 

main  effect  of  the  National  Health  Service 
(General  Dental  Services)  Amendment 
Regulations,  1949,  which  came  into  opera- 
tion on  April  i,  is  to  provide  for  a  simple 
procedure  for  dealing  with  patients  who 
need  emergency  treatment  but  do  not  wish 
to  undergo  all  the  treatment  necessary  to 
secure  dental  fitness. 

Colonial  Search  for  Uranium.  —  The 

Ministry  of  Supply  has  announced  that  it 
is  willing  to  buy  at  a  guaranteed  price 
uranium  ores  and  concentrates  produced  in 
the  Colonial  Empire  during  the  next  ten 
years.  The  Ministry  is  also  interested  in 
purchasing  thorium-containing  minerals. 
The  search  for  radioactive  minerals  in  the 
self-governing  countries  of  the  Common- 
wealth is  already  being  actively  pursued  by 
the  respective  Governments. 

Anglo-German  Trade.  —  Essential  oils, 
various  waxes  and  gums,  shellac  and 
shellac  raw  materials,  natural  resins,  dried 
and  frozen  animal  organs,  crude  drugs  and 
alkaloids,  and  a  limited  quantity  of  mis- 
cellaneous chemicals  are  included  in  the 
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list  of  goods  to  be  exchanged  under  the 
recent  Anglo-German  trade  agreement  for 
the  six  months  ending  June  30,  1950. 
Britain  hopes  to  import  from  Western  Ger- 
many miscellaneous  raw  materials,  includ- 
ing chemicals. 

Poisons  Rules  Date. — The  Poisons  List 
Order,  1949  (S.I.,  1949,  No.  538)  and  the 
Poisons  Rules,  1949  (S.I.,  1949,  No.  539), 
which  effect  the  changes  notified  by  the 
Home  Office  in  January  and  amplified  in 
February  (see  C.  &  D.,  January  8,  p.  34, 
and  February  12,  p.  193)  were  laid  before 
Parliament  on  March  25  and  come  into 
operation  on  April  1 1 .  Copies  of  the  Order 
(price  one  penny)  and  Rules  (price  nine- 
pence)  may  be  obtained  from  H.M. 
Stationery  Office. 

"  Co-ops  "   and  Pharmacists'  Salaries. 

— The  Central  Board  of  the  Co-operative 
Union  recently  considered  a  resolution, 
submitted  by  the  St.  Helens  Society  for 
discussion  at  the  annual  conference  in 
May,  deploring  the  practice  of  some  socie- 
ties in  ignoring  "  established  "  rates  of  pay, 
thus  forcing  other  societies  to  enter  into 
salary  competition  to  secure  qualified 
labour.  A  member  of  the  board  declared 
that  co-operative  societies  and  other  tra- 
ders were  being  held  to  ransom  by  phar- 
macists and  that  it  was  difficult  for  socie- 
ties to  keep  to  agreed  rates  if  they  wanted 
to  keep  their  shops  open. 

N.F..  1949,  and  Purchase  Tax.— The 

National  Formulary,  1949,  has  been 
approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health  for 
purposes  of  the  National  Health  Service 
with  effect  from  May  1,  1949.  Preparations 
appearing  in  the  Formulary,  whether  or 
not  compounded  with  substances  appearing 
in  the  monographs  and  formularies  of  the 
other  publications  specified  in  Provision  I 
of  Purchase  Tax  Notice  No.  78M  or  with 
an  excipient,  vehicle,  base  or  preservative, 
will  qualify  for  exemption  from  purchase 
tax,  subject  to  compliance  with  the  remain- 
ing provisions  of  Notices  Nos.  78M  or  78N. 
The  National  Insurance  Formulary,  1939, 
and  its  previous  editions  which  were  used 
for  the  National  Health  Insurance  scheme, 
and  other  publications  such  as  the  Extra 
Pharmacopoeia  (Martindale),  Squire's 
"  Companion,"  and  foreign  pharmaco- 
poeias, are  not  approved  for  purposes  of 
purchase  tax  exemption.

Israeli  Luxury  Tax. — A  surtax  of  35 
per  cent,  has  been  imposed  by  the  Israeli 
Government  on  a  number  of  items,  includ- 
ing perfumes.  The  tax  is  applicable  both 
to  stocks  and  new  imports. 

Rumania  Nationalises  Pharmacies. — 
The  Rumanian  Government,  as  part  of  its 
nationalisation  programme,  has  taken  over 
all  pharmacies.  A  commission  of  three 
magistrates  is  to  determine  the  compensa- 
tion to  be  paid. 

Swiss-Indian  Trade  Pact. — A  commer- 
cial agreement  was  concluded  recently  be- 
tween Switzerland  and  India,  under  which 
Switzerland  will  export  to  India,  among 
other  items,  chemicals,  pharmaceutical  pro- 
ducts and  dyes. 

Egyptian  Import  Duties.  —  Under  an 
increased  duty  announced  by  the  Egyptian 
Government  on  imported  "luxury" 
goods  the  duty  on  pharmaceutical  speciali- 
ties, perfumes,  cosmetics,  cameras  and 
photographic  materials  has  been  increased 
by  10  per  cent. 

U.S.  Lawyers  Oppose  Drug  Clauses. — 

The  section  on  drug  law  of  the  New  York 
State  Bar  Association  has  adopted  a  reso- 
lution strongly  condemning  a  recent 
amendment  to  the  Federal  Food,  Drug  and 
Cosmetic  Act  which  requires  the  Govern- 
ment to  prove  intent  or  gross  negligence  in 
a  criminal  proceeding  under  the  Act. 

"  Cholera  Memorial  "  Medal.  —  At  a 

ceremony  at  the  third  session  of  the 
Executive  Board  of  the  World  Health 
Organisation  in  Geneva,  recently,  the  Or- 
ganisation was  presented  with  an  "  Anti- 
cholera  Memorial  Medal  "  from  Egypt  in 
recognition  of  its  assistance  to  that  country 
during  the  cholera  epidemic  in  the  autumn 
of  1947. 

Anti  Tsetse-Fly  Campaign.  —  British 
medical  and  insect-control  experts  are  to 
co-operate  with  two  American  specialists 
in  making  a  survey  of  tsetse-fly  and  other 
insect-borne  diseases  in  East  and  West 
Africa.  The  survey  may  form  the  basis 
of  a  health  campaign  in  those  areas.  Costs 
of  the  American  workers,  who  are  qualified 
in  research  administration,  are  to  be  borne 
by  the  European  Co-operation  Administra- 
tion.

sent being  previously  obtained.  In  fair- 
ness to  manufacturers  it  should  be  remem- 
bered that  in  most  instances  of  delay  the 
explanation  is  shortage  of  staff  due  to  ill- 
ness :  a  parallel  case  came  to  my  notice  a 
few  days  ago.  News  of  projects  for  health 
centres  is  appearing  spasmodically  in  the 
Press;  I  trust  that  the  position  is  being 
watched  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union. 
According  to  one  of  these  reports  the  Lon- 
don County  Council  programme  for  the 
three  years  1950-53  inclusive  will  cost  sums 
totalling  nearly  £1,500,000.  At  the  time 
of  writing  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  for  these  schemes  had  not  been 
announced.  It  may  be  that  the  Ministry 
is  becoming  alarmed  at  the  prospective  cost 
of  these  schemes,  for  it  was  stated  about 
the  same  time  as  the  L.C.C.  announce- 
ment appeared  that  permission  to  build 
certain  health  centres  had  been  refused  to 
the  Birmingham  City  Council  and  the 
West  Ham  Borough  Council.  Obviously 
it  will  be  wise,  from  the  taxpayers'  point 
of  view,  to  proceed  cautiously. 

American  Drug  Stores 

An  old  subject  is  concisely  brought  to 
date  in  the  article  of  "  E.G.M.  "  (pp. 
436-37).  In  1933  the  late  Mr.  Herbert 
Skinner  dealt  with  the  conditions  of  retail 
and  dispensing  businesses  in  the  United 
States  in  illustrated  articles  extending  to 
eight  C.  &  D.  quarto  pages :  some  of  the 
facts  there  tabulated  are  still  valid  as  data 
for  comparison  with  conditions  in  the 
United  Kingdom.  The  writer  of  the  recent 
article  has  not  attempted  anything  so 
ambitious,  but  has  given  a  readable  sum- 
mary of  present-day  types  of  U.S.A.  drug 
stores.  Several  differences  from  shopping 
habits  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  are 
noticeable.  A  drug  store  over  there  may 
be  crowded  "  even  between  7.30  and 
9  a.m.",  because  in  large  towns  many 
Americans  breakfast  away  from  home. 
Again,  "  second  in  importance  to  the  soda 
fountain  is  usually  the  tobacco  counter  " ; 
and  "  even  the  candy  counter  .  .  .  appears 
to  take  precedence  over  the  prescription 
department."  This  emphasis  on  ready 
sales  in  the  average  drug  store  does 
not  diminish  the  prestige  of  the  pharma- 
cies mainly  devoted  to  dispensing;  some  of 
these  have  a  world-wide  reputation.  Of 
general  interest  is  "  E.G.M. 's  "  statement 
that  all  directions  on  dispensing  labels  are 
typed.

When  questions  were  asked  in  the  House 
of  Commons  about  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Leasehold  Reform,  the  Attorney 
General  (Sir  Hartley  Shawcross)  said 
the  Committee's  interim  report  had  been 
presented  to  the  Government  a  few  days 
previously.  The  problems  involved  were  of 
great  complication  and  difficulty  and  re- 
quired a  little  consideration  before  the 
report  was  published.

Payments  to  Chemists  in  Aberdeen 

Mr.  H.  R.  Spence  asked  the  Secretary 
for  Scotland  on  March  29  whether  he  was 
aware  of  a  continued  delay  in  payments 
to  chemists  in  Aberdeenshire  under  the 
National  Health  Service,  now  in  some 
cases  six  months  overdue,  and  what  rem- 
edy he  was  applying.  Mr.  Woodburn 
said  he  regretted  that  final  settlements 
were  outstanding,  owing  to  shortage  of 
pricing  staffs.  Advances  representing  the 
whole  of  the  estimated  payments  due  to 
the  end  of  1948  had,  however,  been  made, 
together  with  advances  of  roughly  80  per 
cent,  for  January  and  February.  Discus- 
sions were  taking  place  with  representa- 
tives of  the  Scottish  chemists  about  new 
methods  of  pricing  prescriptions,  and  their 
adoption  would  reduce  delay  in  final 
settlement  without  requiring  the  employ- 
ment of  additional  staff.  The  Minister 
promised  to  look  into  specific  cases. 

Medicine  Tax  Anomalies

LEGAL  REPORT 

Street  Vendor's  "  Cure-all." — At  Cler- 
kenwell  magistrates'  court,  on  March  30, 
Jack  Hanson  Stewart,  7  Gosfield  Street, 
London,  W.i,  pleaded  guilty  to  a  summons 
under  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act, 
1 94 1,  alleging  that  at  Chapel  Market,  Lon- 
don, N.i,  on  January  12  he  sold  by  retail 
tablets  or  pills  consisting  of  a  substance 
recommended  as  a  medicine,  not  being  a 
registered  medical  practitioner  or  dentist, 
an  authorised  seller  of  poisons  or  a  person 
who  had  served  an  apprenticeship  to  a 
registered  pharmacist.  Prosecuting  solicitor 
said  that  the  defendant,  who  could  be  de- 
scribed as  a  street  vendor  of  medicines,  was 
seen  by  an  inspector  on  January  12  deliver- 
ing a  discourse  to  members  of  the  public 
on  the  virtues  of  certain  medicines  he  was 
selling.  His  paraphernalia  included  herbs, 
a  skull,  glasses  and  various  coloured  liquids. 
He  referred  to  a  medicine  that  was  sold 
and  advertised  in  Charing  Cross  Road 
under  the  name  Damaroids  and  said  it  was 
for  the  rich,  but  what  he  was  selling  was 
the  same  kind  of  medicine  at  a  cheaper 
price  for  the  poor.  He  claimed  that  it  was 
good  for  a  variety  of  complaints,  which  he 
enumerated.  The  inspector  purchased  two 
packets  of  pills,  sold  at  one  shilling  per 
packet.  In  reply  to  a  question  by  the  mag- 
istrate, an  inspector  said  the  pnlls  could 
probably  be  bought  in  shops.  The  de- 
fendant said  the  Act  under  which  he  was 
prosecuted  came  into  force  when  he  was 
in  the  Services.  He  was  not  conversant 
with  it  until  he  was  informed  by  the  in- 
spector. Defendant  was  fined  40s.,  with 
£2  2s.  costs.

Bundles

ndle  unless  the  value  is  over  2s.  6d. 
me    contractors    have    been  including 
scription  forms  in  the  bundle  if  the 
al  value   of  the   prescriptions   on  the 
m  amounts  to  2s.  6d.,  whereas  only  those 
which  one  prescription  is  of  that  value 
uld  be  included.    Difficulties  have  also 
sen   where    pharmacists    have  claimed 
temporaneous   dispensing  fees   on,  and 
"hided   in   "  S "   bundles,   as  many  as 
eral  hundred  "  average  "  ointments  and 
xtures  dispensed. 

To  ensure  proper  payment  for  fittings 
use  with  oxygen  cylinders,  pharmacists 
ould  inform  the  Executive  Council  when 
e  fittings  are  retained  for  longer  than 
rteen  days.  No  further  notification 
ed  be  made  to  the  Council  until  the 
tings  are  returned.  When  the  doctor 
ders  gas  in  litres  or  gallons  the  chemist 
ould  endorse  the  prescription  with  the 
e  of  the  cylinder  supplied.  Recently, 
r  example,  the  office  received  a  prescrip- 
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tion  for  40  litres  of  oxygen.  That  re- 
presented i  cu.  ft.  whereas  a  cylinder  of 
40  cu.  ft.  was  required  and  dispensed. 
"Broken"  Packs 

Clause  15  of  the  Regulations  (which 
provides  for  payment  for  an  original  pack 
if  a  doctor  prescribes  a  different  quantity) 
causes  difficulties.  It  is  important  to  note 
that  the  clause  refers  only  to  proprietary 
medicines.  A  claim  (which  should  be  a 
clear  statement,  and  not,  for  example,  a 
note  "  2s.  6d.  size ")  should  be  made  on 
the  prescription  by  the  chemist,  and,  in 
the  words  of  the  clause  "  should  be  rea- 
sonable." 

Much  help  can  be  given  to  the  pricers 
if  the  formulas  of  unusual  preparations 
(e.g.,  Eau  de  Jordan)  are  noted  on  the 
back  of  the  scripts.  The  introduction  of 
the  National  Formulary  in  May,  will,  it  is 
hoped,  help  to  solve  this  problem. 
Repeat  Mixtures 

Although  doctors  are  prohibited  from 
ordering  repeat  prescriptions,  repeats  are 
sometimes  received.  Chemists  who  dis- 
pense them  must  state  on  the  prescription 
that  they  have  done  so  in  order  to  be  paid 
for  the  extra  quantity. 

Unusual  doses  (e.g.,  one  drachm  of 
tincture  of  belladonna  for  encephalitic 
Parkinsonism)  cause  delay  as  they  are 
queried  by  pricing  clerks,  while  a  pre- 
scription for,  say,  tab.  stilbcestrol  100 
mgm.,  if  received  with  no  indication  of 
the  maker's  name,  requires  reference  to 
be  made  to  the  chemist,  with  consequent 
delay  in  payment.  On  prescriptions  for 
vaccines  and  sera  the  name  of  the  maker 
of  the  preparation  must  be  marked  owing 
to  the  different  prices  charged  by  different 
makers.  When  prescriptions  for  pro- 
prietary medicines  are  dispensed,  pharma- 
cists can  help  pricers  by  marking  on  the 
script  exactly  what  was  supplied  (e.g.,  ten 
2-c.c.  ampoules  from  boxes  of  six).  The 
price  is  seldom  needed.  Similarly,  full 
details  should  be  noted  on  prescriptions 
for  insulin. 

Pricing-office  staffs,  who  have  made  a 
tremendous  effort  to  deal  with  the  unpre- 
cedented increase  in  the  number  of  pre- 
scriptions, dislike  more  than  anything  else 
being  in  arrears,  and  are  as  anxious  to 
make  prompt  payment  as  contractors  are 
to  receive  it.  The  training  of  pricing 
staff  is,  however,  a  long  task,  and  mean- 
while a  heavy  load  has  had  to  be  carried 
by  the  senior  members.

Teare,  Smethwick,  being  returned  by  206 
votes,  a  majority  of  sixty-two  over  his  op- 
ponent (Mr  G.  W.  Sherwin,  Stoke).  Mr. 
Teare  was  declared  elected. 

Dinner  to  Mr.  Mallinson 

Following  the  meetings  on  March  22, 
a  complimentary  dinner  was  given  by  the 
Executive  in  honour  of  Mr.  G.  A.  Mallin- 
son, O.B.E.,  upon  his  retirement  as  sec- 
retary and  manager  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  and  its  allied 
organisations.  The  function  was  attended 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mallinson,  by  past- 
chairmen  and  present  members  of  the  Exe- 
cutive, officers  of  the  N.P.U. ,  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Company  Chemists' 
Association  and  of  the  Co-operative  Union 
upon  the  Central  N.H.S.  Committee,  and 
their  ladies.  Tributes  to  Mr.  Mallinson's 
work  were  paid  by  Messrs.  A.  R.  Mel- 
huish,  S.  J.  Stearn  and  H.  J.  Martin 
and  all  present  joined  enthusiastically  in 
both  the  Chairman's  expression  of  the 
high  regard  in  which  Mr.  Mallinson  is  held 
throughout  British  pharmacy  and  his  sin- 
cere wishes  for  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mallinson's 
future  health  and  happiness.  At  the 
meetings  of  the  N.P.U.  Executive,  the  Cen- 
tral N.H.S.  Committee  and  of  the  execu- 
tive bodies  of  the  allied  organisations, 
members  expressed  their  thanks  to  Mr. 
Mallinson  and  extended  an  open  invitation 
to  him  to  attend  future  meetings  as  occa- 
sion offered.  Messrs.  Sparshott  and 
Stokes  (Company  Chemists'  Association) 
and  Mr.  P.  Dobson  (Co-operative  Union) 
associated  themselves  in  felicitous  terms 
with  the  tributes  paid  to  Mr.  Mallinson. 
In  returning  thanks,  Mr.  Mallinson  said 
that  he  had  been  greatly  assisted  in  his 
work,  not  only  by  a  loyal  staff,  but  by 
the  consistent  support  he  had  received  at 
all  times  from  members  of  the  Executive 
and  other  committees ;  without  that  sup- 
port the  achievements  of  the  N.P.U. 
organisations  would  not  have  been  possible. 


War  Distress  Fund 

A  report  was  received  on  grants,  tota, 
ling  £4,150,  made  or  authorised  by  ff 
War  Distress  Fund  Committee  since  Apr 
1948.  The  Committee  proposed  to  a- 
proach  the  Charity  Commissioners  f' 
approval  of  a  proposed  extension  of  I 
objects  of  the  Fund  to  enable  claims  f' 
assistance  of  distressed  proprietor  pharm 
cists  (or  their  widows)  to  be  dealt  witf 
whether  or  not  the  distress  was  attribul 
able  directly  or  indirectly  to  war  condi 
tions.  It  seemed  possible  that  after  a! 
current  and  contingent  claims  under  th 
original  objects  of  the  Fund  had  bee; 
dealt  with,  a  balance  of  £12,000  mig1 
be  available  for  meeting  claims  under  th 
proposed  widened  objects.  The  Executiv 
Committee  approved  the  action  proposed. 

National!  Health  Service 

The  report  of  the  Central  N.H.S.  Com 
mittee  was  adopted.  It  was  agreed  t 
discuss  further  with  the  Ministry  of  Healt 
proposed  regulations  to  control  the  a 
vertising  of  N.H.S.  pharmaceutical  service' 
whether  in  the  pharmacy  or  away  fro~ 
the  premises.  Representatives  of  th 
Company  Chemists'  Association  and  of  th 
Co-operative  Union  indicated  that  the  ex 
tent  of  control  proposed  by  the  Ministr 
was  not  acceptable  to  them.  It  was  re 
ported  that  the  Ministry  of  Health  hat 
agreed  that,  whenever  payment  was  dis 
allowed  for  a  non-scheduled  applianc 
supplied  on  an  N.H.S.  prescription,  th 
Pricing  Bureau  should  return  the  prescrip 
tion  to  the  contractor  concerned.  Follow 
ing  correspondence  with  the  Ministry  o 
Health,  it  was  agreed  to  ask  Pharmaceuti 
cal  Committees  for  information  of  an~ 
undue  delays  in  completing  payments  t 
contractors  caused  by  Executive  Council 
waiting  for  formal  authority  for  paymen 
from  the  appropriate  Finance  Committee 
Following  complaints  of  non-paymen 
of  the  "  payment  on  account,"  it  wa 
agreed  that  contractors  should  be  reminde 
that  Form  E.C.38  as  well  as  Form  E.C 
34  Part  A  must  be  completed  and  seni 
to  the  Pricing  Bureau  with  the  month', 
prescription  forms.  Non-receipt  of  For 
E.C.38  by  the  Pricing  Bureau  would  b 
treated  as  waiving  the  claim  for  a  paymen 
on  account. 

The  Committee  received  and  approved 
a  report  on  steps  being  taken  by  Phar 
maceutical  Committees,  at  the  instance  0 
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e  Central  N.H.S.  Committee,  to  secure 
ntractors'  signatures  to  mandate  forms 
thorising  deductions  from  N.H.S.  re- 
uneration  to  cover  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
ttee  expenses. 
Representations  had  been  received  from 
number  of  Pharmaceutical  Committees 
ging  a  change  in  the  Regulations  to 
ntrol  the  circumstances  in  which  ,appli- 
tions  for  inclusion  in  the  pharmaceutical 
t  for  the  supply  of  drugs  and  appliances 
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could  be  made.  It  was  agreed  to  make 
the  necessary  representations  to  the  Min- 
istry of  Health. 

Question  was  raised  on  the  dispensing 
of  prescriptions  for  Service  personnel  on 
leave ;  the  issue  of  prescriptions  to  such 
persons  on  E.C.io  forms  instead  of  on  the 
special  forms  now  in  use  would  simplify 
matters  for  the  contractor  and  it  was 
agreed  that  the  Ministry  be  approached 
to  tnat  end.

BOTANICAL  DRUG  IMPORT  MERCHANTS 

Representatives  of  the  Section  had 
discussed  with  officials  of  the  Import 
Licensing  Department  the  desirability  of 
resuming  the  import  of  several  botanical 
drugs  from  hard-currency  countries.  After 
lengthy  correspondence  and  further  inter- 
views, the  Section  had  succeeded  in  secur- 
ing consent  to  the  import  of  agreed 
quantities  of  black  cohosh,  black  haw  bark, 
grindelia,  hydrastis  and  leptandra  root  on 
a  quota  basis  during  the  period  ending 
December  31,  1948.  In  addition,  arrange- 
ments were  made  for  agreed  quantities  of 
gelsemium  root,  lobelia  herb,  podophyllum 
(peltatum),  slippery  elm  bark,  wild  cherry 
bark  and  extract  of  hamamelis  to  be  im- 
ported on  a  quota  basis  during  the  same 
period.  Discussions  between  representatives 
of  the  Section  and  officials  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  had  resulted  in  the  Ministry 
agreeing  to  import  during  the  period  end- 
ing December  31,  1949,  agreed  quantities 
of  cocillana  bark,  witch  hazel  leaves,  gel- 
semium root,  lobelia,  slippery  elm  bark, 
wild  cherry  bark  and  extract  of  hamamelis. 
American  podophyllum  was  deleted  from 
the  1949  programme  as  supplies  of  P. 
emodi  were  available  from  India. 

Mr.  J.  Flach  was  re-elected  Chairman, 
and  Major  N.  A.  Johns,  Vice-chairman,  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

PURCHASE  TAX 
UNCHANGED 

In  his  Budget  speech  on  April  6,  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  *  (Sir 
Stafford  Cripps)  announced  that  there 
would  be  no  change  in  the  purchase  tax. 
He  appreciated  the  problem  of  retail  stocks 
and  would  do  his  best  to  work  out  this 
year  some  means  of  meeting  the  difficulty 
and  of  getting  rid  of  or  diminishing  what- 
ever hold-up  in  trade  in  the  articles  sub- 
ject to  purchase  tax  could  be  attributed  to 
changes  in  the  tax.

cles  in  being,  as  it  were,  a  "  capital  " 
ther  than  a  "consumer  transaction."  Nor 


have  any  representations  Been  made,  so 
far  as  we  are  aware,  to  the  pharmaceutical 
contractors  under  the  N.H.S.  scheme  sug- 
gesting that  chemists  were  receiving  too 
much  for  their  services.  That  argument 
would  certainly  be  difficult  to  sustain.  It 
is  true  that  negotiations  are  in  progress  to 
modify  in  some  way  the  present  arrange- 
ments for  the  supply  of  containers,  and 
until  they  are  concluded  nobody  knows 
what  cost  to  the  Exchequer  is  involved. 
Apart  from  that,  the  reduced  estimate  must 
remain  something  of  a  mystery. 

Pressure  Cooking  and  Vitamin  C 

The  past  year  has  seen  a  great  increase 
in  the  number  of  British  kitchens  equipped 
with  pressure  cookers,  and  chemists  may 
be  called  upon  for  advice  on  the  effect 
of  this  method  of  cooking  on  the  vitamin 
content  of  vegetables.  Experiments  carried 
out  recently  at  King's  College  of  House- 
hold and  Social  Science,  University  of 
London,  are  reported  on  by  Chappell  and 
Hamilton  in  the  "  British  Medical  Jour- 
nal "  (April  2,  p.  574).  Equivalent  amounts 
of  a  series  of  vegetables  were  cooked  (a) 
in  a  popular  make  of  pressure  cooker  and 
according  to  the  directions  supplied  by  the 
manufacturer;  and  (b)  in  a  saucepan,  using 
the  method  advocated  by  the  Ministry  of 
Food  (i.e.,  bringing  a  small  volume  of 
water  to  the  boil  before  adding  the  vege- 
table, and  cooking  for  the  minimal  time). 
The  vitamin  C  content  of  each  sample  was 
estimated  before  and  after  cooking,  and 
the  residual  cooking  water  was  also  as- 
sayed. Over  all  the  experiments,  the 
average  retention  was  66  per  cent,  in  pres- 
sure cooking  against  58.5  per  cent,  in 
saucepan  cooking.  There  was  greater  loss 
of  vitamin  C  into  cooking  water  in  the 
saucepan  than  in  the  pressure  cooker,  but 
the  total  amount  of  vitamin  C  in  cooked 
vegetable  plus  cooking  water  was,  on  aver- 
age, almost  identical  in  the  two  methods 
(about  79  per  cent.).  The  authors  conclude 
that,  in  the  home,  the  retention  of  vita- 
min C  in  pressure  cooking  is  likely  to  be 
no  worse,  and  will  probably  be  better,  than 
in  a  saucepan  and  they  see  no  reason,  from 
their  present  series  of  experiments,  for  dis- 
couraging the  use  of  pressure  cooking 
methods. 
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Atmospheric  Disinfection 

A  committee  appointed  by  the  Medical 
Research  Council  to  investigate  air  hygiene 
recently  issued  its  report  (M.R.C.  Special 
Report,  No.  262),  which  is  rightly  des- 
cribed by  the  Council  as  a  "  landmark " 
in  the  study  of  the  subject.  In  its  350 
pages  the  report  deals  with  four  aspects 
of  the  problem — methods  of  sampling  air 
for  bacteria,  and  of  testing  the  efficiency 
of  air  disinfectants;  methods  of  disinfect- 
ing air;  measurement  of  the  contamination 
of  air  in  hospitals,  operating  theatres,  fac- 
tories, etc.-;  and  the  transmission  of  air- 
borne infection. 

The  air-disinfecting  methods  examined 
included  rapid  passage  of  the  air  through 
small  furnaces,  ultra-violet  radiation,  and 
the  use  of  chemical  disinfectants  (the  last- 
named  method  being  suitable  for  more 
general  use  because  of  the  simplicity  of  the 
apparatus  needed).  The  high  efficiency  of 
the  cc-hydroxyacids  as  air  disinfectants  are 
emphasised.  Of  that  group  lactic  acid  is 
known  to  be  non-toxic  to  man  when  ab- 
sorbed, but  suffers  from  the  disadvantage 
that,  if  present  in  concentrations  much 
greater  than  that  needed  for  disinfection 
(110  <ugm.  per  cu.  ft.),  it  causes  coughing 
and  irritation  of  the  respiratory  tract. 
When  evaporated  at  ioo°  C.  it  is  odour- 
less. The  disubstituted  glycollic  acids 
tested  were  more  stable  to  heat  than  the 
monosubstituted  compounds  and  were 
therefore  easier  to  vaporise  efficiently. 
Certain  disubstituted  acids,  and  particularly 
cc -hydroxy- cc-methylbutyric,  had  the  prac- 
tical advantage  of  evaporating  at  room 
temperatures  to  give  an  effective  bacteri- 
cidal concentration.  The  disubstituted 
acids  are  not  commercially  marketed  at 
present,  but  it  is  to  be  noted  that  the 
intermediates  of  most  of  them  (acetone, 
methyl  ethyl  ketone,  and  cyclohexanone) 
are  cheap  and  readily  available.  For  the 
small-scale  use  of  hypochlorites  and  other 
disinfectants  the  report  illustrates  a  simple 
hand  spray. 

The  methods  of  measuring  contamina- 
tion described  will  be  useful  in  enabling 
the  ventilation  of  rooms  to  be  based  on  a 
bacterial  count  rather  than  on  the  "  sub- 
jective test  of  body  odour."

Tracers  alone  could 
answer  those  problems.  They  had  also  a 
use  in  diagnosis,  as  in  determining  the 
number  of  red  or  white  blood  corpuscles 
in  a  body  or  an  organ. 

Mr.  S.  Rowlands  read  a  paper  by  him- 
self and  others  on 
studies  with  radio- 
active penicillin  to 
determine  whether 
penicillin  acted 
directly  on  bac- 
teria or  whether  it 
deprived  them  of 
some  necessary 
substance.  The 
radioactive  peni- 
cillin had  been  pre- 
pared by  growing 
penicillium  mould 
on  a  medium  con- 
taining phenyl  ace- 
tic acid  labelled 
with  14C,  or,  later, 
a  35S  -  containing 
compound. 

After  being  al- 
lowed to  undergo 
fermentation  for  a 
period  of  four  days 
the  medium  w?s 
extracted  for  peni- 
cillin. Using  radio- 
active tracer  tech- 
nique, 0.002  inter- 
national units  of 
penicillin  could 
be  measured  with  an  accuracy  of  ±5  per 
cent.,  against  0.3  i.u.,  with  an  accuracy  of 
±20  per  cent.,  by  biological  methods.  It 
had  been  shown  that  uptake  of  penicillin 
varies  with  the  strain  of  organism,  and 
experiments  were  continuing  to  determine 
the  actual  site  at  which  the  penicillin 
effected  its  action. 

Further  Possibilities 

Observations  on  the  absorption  and 
excretion  of  penicillin  on  female  cats  indi- 
cated that  the  inactivity  of  penicillin  by 
mouth  was  probably  due  to  low  absorp- 
tion— a  mechanical  effect.  With  tracer 
absorption  and  chromatographic  technique 
it  might  be  possible  to  fix  the  place  of 
breakdown  of  the  penicillin  molecule  with- 
in the  animal  system. 
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Tracers  in  Antisera 

In  a  paper  on  the  use  of  radioactive 
tracers  in  problems  of  antisera,  Mr. 
F.  D.  S.  Butement  (Atomic  Energy  Re- 
search Establishment)  said  methods  of 
assaying  antisera  hitherto  consisted  of  find- 
ing the  weakest  antiserum  that  would 
make  particular  bacteria  agglutinate.  There 
had  been  no  absolute  method  of  measur- 
ing the  amount  of  antisera  globulin  pre- 
sent, but  by  the  use  of  radioisotopes  that 
could  now  be  achieved.  The  area  occupied 
by  a  globulin  molecule  could  be  calculated, 
It  had  proved  to  be  about  6,boo  A2 — a 
figure  compatible  with  the  results  by  ultra- 
centrifuge  methods.  The  results  suggested 
that  the  increased  size  of  the  flagellae  of  a 
bacterium  on  agglutination  was  caused  by 
the  globulin  molecules  being  packed  edge- 
wise —  a  phenomenon  that  corroborated 
ultra-microscopic  observations. 

Mr.  F.  P.  W.  Winteringham  (of  the 
Pest  Infestation  Laboratory,  Slough)  des- 
cribed how  labelled  methyl  bromide  was

ANALGESICS  ON  TRIAL 


In  endeavours  to  produce  an  analgesic 
specially  suited  to  obstetric  practice,  wor- 
kers at  the  Wellcome  Physiological  and 
Chemical  Research  Laboratories,  the  Well- 
come Research  Institution,  Chelsea  Poly- 
technic, and  at  a  number  of  hospitals,  have 
co-operated.  The  aim  has  been  to  find  an 
analgesic  compound  with  small  respiratory 
depressant  effect,  few  side  reactions  and 
adequate  analgesic  action.  Ofner  and  other 
workers  ("  Nature,"  March  26,  p.  479) 
have  synthesised  two  new  analogues  of  iso- 
amidone,  one  of  which  (the  piperidyl  ana- 
logue, named  29C48)  has  been  used  suc- 
cessfully by  Prescott  and  colleagues  ("  Lan- 
cet," February  26,  p.  340)  on  human 
volunteers,  while  the  other  (6-piperidino- 
4  : 4-diphenyl-3-heptanone)  has  been  shown, 
in  preliminary  animal  trials,  to  be  approxi- 
mately twice  as  active  as  morphine  anal- 
gesically,  yet  only  equal  to  it  as  a  respira- 
tory depressant.  In  the  trials  on  volun- 
teers, six  analgesic  compounds  were  ex- 
amined for  depressant  effect  on  respira- 
tion. Morphine,  pethidine  and  amidone  de- 
pressed the  respiration  much  more  than 
iso-amidone,  Hochst  10582,  and  29C48. 
Of  all  the  compounds  tested,  29C48 
caused  the  least  respiratory  depression  in 
man  and  the  rabbit.  Fewest  side  reactions 
were  caused  by  29C48,  isoamidone,  and 
Hochst  10582,  although  the  doses  chosen 
for  the  trials  may  not  have  been  equi-

is  true.  The  measurement  shown  by  the 
tape  will  be  found  too  small,  and  at  least 
an  inch  will  need  to  be  added  to  obtain 
a  comfortable  fit.  The  reason  is  that  the 
truss  spring  is  circular  in  shape,  and  allow- 
ance has  to  be  made  for  that  fact,  whereas 
the  course  the  tape  has  followed  round 
the  body  is  more  or  less  angular,  according 
to  the  condition  of  the  patient.  The  ac- 
companying sectional  diagrams  (Figs.  6  and 


7)   illustrate   the  point  under  discussion. 

It  may  be  assumed  with  reasonable 
safety  that  trusses  for  body  circumferences 
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from  35  in.  to  41  in.  may  be  accepted 
from  the  tape,  measurements  of  34  in.  to 
32  in.  will  need  a  truss  an  inch  larger ; 
and  circumferences  below  that  measure- 
ment will  require  an  addition  of  two  inches 
more  than  the  tape  shows.  Measurements 
from  41  in.  up  to  about  44  in.  can  usually

have  an  inch  deducted  safely  to  give  the 
size  of  truss  to  be  fitted ;  circumferences 
above  44  in.  should  have  2  in.  taken  off 
the  tape  measurement.  These  considera- 
tions refer,  of  course,  to  adults,  and  not 
to  young  children  and  infants,  who  are  as 
a  rule  well  covered  and  rounded  so  that 
their  natural  measurement  may  be  ac- 
cepted. A  special  reference  to  children's 
trusses  will  be  included  at  a  later  stage. 

Having  taken  the  patient's  measure- 
ments, the  fitter  is  now  in  possession  of 
all  the  necessary  data  to  enable  him  to 
decide  what  kind  of  truss  is  best  for  the 
case :  (a)  kind  of  hernia ;  (b)  size  and 
strength  of  hernia  ;  (c)  body  circumference. 
However,  any  other  information  the 
patient  can  provide  about  himself  may 
be  useful,  such  as  the  kind  of  work  he 
does,  if  he  has  a  regular  bad  cough,  a 
tendency  to  constipation,  etc.  For  if  the 
patient  is  a  heavy  manual  worker,  such  as 
a  farm  labourer,  or  is  troubled  with  a 
cough,  the  truss  called  for  is  one  with 
stronger  spring  than  for  the  same  hernia 
condition  in  a  person  following  a  more 
sedentary  occupation. 

The  question  now  arises  what  kind  of 
truss  to  order,  and  the  reader  may  have 
noticed  that,  so  far,  whenever  in  these 
articles  it  has  been  necessary  to  refer  to 
the  appliance,  a  spring  one  has  always 
been  mentioned.  The  writer  has  no  in- 
tention of  taking  sides  in  a  "  spring  versus 
elastic  "  debate.  He  will  merely  enumer- 
ate, later,  the  virtues  and  shortcomings  of 
both  kinds,  leaving  the  fitter  to  judge  for 


himself  which  is  the  best  for  a  particuh 
case.  Leaving  aside  any  argument,  let 
be  said  that  there  are  uses  and  cases  f( 
which  either  appliance  is  satisfactory, 
the  hernia  is  slight,  an  elastic  truss  is  sa 
isfactory  provided  the  patient  is  instructe 
to  keep  his  eye  on  the  elastic  webbin

and  take  up  the  slackness  as  the  tensio 
eases  (Figs.  8  and  9).  Elastic  trusse 
are  also  useful  to  sleep  in.  Some  ovei 
anxious  patients  like  to  wear  an  appl; 
ance  by  night  as  well  as  by  day,  especiall 
if  they  have  a  night  cough.  When  th 
hernia  is  at  all  severe  a  spring  truss 
the  more  dependable.  One  rule  is  mos 
certainly  to  be  recommended  —  not  t 
attempt  to  fit  an  elastic  truss  to  a  scrot" 
hernia,  for  if  this  is  done  the  applian" 
will  almost  certainly  fail  in  its  purpos 
and  the  patient  will  probably  be  back  i 
the  shop  again  within  a  very  short  tim 
with  the  hernia  again  down,  perha 
worse  than  it  was  in  the  first  instance 
When  ordering  a  truss  from  a  suppli 
the  fullest  particulars  should  be  given- 
first  the  size,  then  whether  right,  left 
double,  followed  by  the  kind  of  pad  o 
pads  desired,  the  strength  of  spring,  an< 
any  other  peculiarity  that  must  be  take 
into  consideration.  A  typical  order  fo 
a  man  with  a  double  hernia  and  measu 
ing,  say,  37  in.  might  read  :  — 

1  x  37  in.  double  spring  truss,  right,  larg 
scrotal,  left  ordinary  inguinal,  strong  sprin 
well  padded  for  a  bony  person. 

When  the  truss  arrives,  it  should  immedi 
ately  be  checked  over  to  see  that  it  i 
as  ordered.  Mistakes  can  happen,  and  i 
is  most  annoying  to  find,  after  arrange 
ments  have  been  made  for  the  patient  t( 
attend  to  be  fitted,  and  perhaps  even  aftei 
he  has  been  made  ready  in  the  fitting 
room,  that  there  is  something  wrong  tha 
had  not  previously  been  noticed. 
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[Assuming  that  the  appliance  has  arrived 
Id  is  correct,  and  that  the  patient  is  all 
lepared  and  lying  on  his  back,  with  her-

By  the  first  method,  the  fitter  stands  at 
fe  left  side  of  the  couch  or  bed,  holding 
e  truss  in  his  left  hand  by  the  right 
id  if  it  is  a  right  or  double  truss  and 
the  right  hand  if  it  is  a  left  truss  (mak- 
sure,  of  course,  that  it  is  the  right 
y   up).    The   patient   is    instructed  to 
ch  himself  up  on  heels  and  shoulders, 
d  the  fitter  then  bends  over  him,  passes 
e  truss  beneath  from  the  near  side,  with 
e  right  hand  reaches  over  and  under  the 
Ler  side  until  the  left  pad,  if  a  double 
ss,  or  the  endstrap  if  a  right  one,  can 
grasped.    Drawing    the    hands  apart 
ens  the  truss,  and  the  fitter  raises  him- 
f  away  from   his   patient,   pulling  the 
ss  with  him  until  it  encircles  the  body, 
e  second  method — to  be  recommended 
en  a  double  truss  with  a  strong  spring 
being  fitted— necessitates   lowering  the 
users  to  about  the  knees,  and  placing 
e  truss  round  each  leg  separately  (from 
neath,    of    course)    before    telling  the 
tient  to  arch  his  body  as  in  the  previous 
ethod,  after  which  it  is  not  a  difficult 
atter  to  ease  the  spring  open  the  small 
ount  necessary  to  allow  the  truss  to  be 
sed  up  the  thighs  into  position  on  the 
domen.    The    buttocks   may   prove  an 
stacle  to  putting  the  truss  on  by  this 
ethod,  but  they  can  be  negotiated  with- 
t  much  difficulty  by  opening  the  truss 
'st  a  little  more  at  this  point,  when,  with 
slight    side-to-side    rocking  movement, 
companied  by  a  little  extra  thrust  on  the 
hole  appliance  towards  the  final  position 
i  the  body,  the  truss  slides  successfully 
er  the  patient's  posterior  into  its  proper 
sition.     Putting  the  appliance  on  the 
atient  in  this  way  demands  a  little  greater 
ort  but  has  the  advantage  of  putting 
ss  strain  on  the  spring.    This  is  especi- 
ly   desirable   with   extra   strong  springs 
may  sometimes  be  less  well  tempered 


than  weaker  examples  and  consequently 
more  likely  to  snap  if  opened  too  much. 
Many  truss  wearers  themselves  adopt  this 
method  of  putting  on  their  appliances 
before  rising  from  bed,  starting  right  from 
the  feet,  and  it  is  a  good  way  to  recom- 
mend to  people  for  self-application,  as 
it  at  least  ensures  that  they  are  lying 
down  when  fitting  the  appliance. 

Having  placed  the  truss  round  the  ab- 
domen approximately  at  its  position  but 
a  little  higher,  it  should  be  left  there 
for  a  moment  or  two  while  the  fitter 
assures  himself  that  the  hernia  has  not 
come  out  again  a  little,  which  it  may 
well  have  done  during  the  effort  of  raising 
the  body.  If  it  has  emerged  it  must  be 
pushed  back  before  proceeding  to  place 
the  pad  in  position.  If  the  truss  is  well 
made,  with  a  correct  curve  and  shape  to 
the  spring,  the  pad  falls  properly  into 
place,  as  the  truss  is  now  put  correctly 
round  the  hips.  It  should  fit  around  the 
same  line  as  the  tape  took  when  measuring, 
i.e.,  just  below  the  iliac  crests  at  the  sides 
(as  a  guide  to  the  patient  in  putting  it 
on  himself  in  the  right  position,  he  may 
be  told  that  he  should  be  able  to  feel 
the  width  of  two  fingers  between  the  top 
edge  of  the  truss  band  and  the  top  of  the 
hip  bones). 

Testing  for  Efficiency 

Having  settled  the  truss  comfortably 
with  the  pad  covering  the  hernial  opening, 
the  front  strap  (end  strap  in  a  single, 
cross-strap  in  a  double  truss)  is  fastened 
and  the  patient  asked  to  cough.  If  the 
truss  retains  the  hernia  under  this  test, 
the  patient  is  told  to  stand  while  the 
under-strap  is  unfastened.  Unfastening 
the  strap  is  more  conveniently  done  if 
kept  to  the  side  of  the  band,  rather  than 
at  the  back.  This  is  especially  true  of 
the  scrotal  tail-type  of  under-strap,  which 
requires  buckling  and  also  to  be  kept 
clear  of  any  risk  of  fouling  when  the 
wearer  is  at  stool.  Having  fastened  the 
understrap  (just  comfortably,  not  tightly) 
a  final  test  is  made,  with  the  patient  still 
standing,  by  asking  him  to  cough  again 
several  times ;  if  the  hernia  remains  held, 
then  the  truss  has  been  satisfactorily  fitted.

4.  Providing  for  Depreciation 

DURING  recent  years  chemists  have 
invested  considerable  capital  in 
their  businesses,  and  some  maintain 
elaborate  systems  for  grouping  assets 
under  definite  headings  for  separate 
treatment.  In  compiling  costs  or  drafting 
balance  sheets,  however,  they  do  not  always 
make  provision  for  depreciation,  with  the 
result  that  the  final  figures  are  often  mis- 
leading and  bear  little  relation  to  the  as- 
sets in  physical  (as  distinct  from  monetary) 
terms.  Physical  deterioration  due  to 
wear  and  tear  is  one  of  the  main  causes, 
but  not  the  only  cause  of  depreciation. 
Technical  developments  may  render  ob- 
solete individual  assets  or  items  of  equip- 
ment,    while     changes     may     render  it 


of   the   original    capital   outlay  may 
written  off  each  year  and  debited  to 
preciation   account,    and    this  should 
done  in  such  a  way  that  at  the  end. 
a   definite  period   the  value  standing 
the  chemist's  books  is  reduced  to  a  re 
isable  figure.

inadequate  to  maintain  the  necessary 
standard  of  efficiency.  Although  existing 
equipment  may  be  of  the  highest  standard, 
all  of  it  will  in  time  have  to  be  re- 
placed. It  is  therefore  unwise  to  place 
valuations  on  business  assets  that  bear  no 
relation  to  the  amount  of  unrecovered 
investment  in  respect  of  which  the  chem- 
ist will  expect,  sooner  or  later,  to  be 
reimbursed.  The  general  position  is 
admittedly  aggravated  by  the  steep  rise 
that  has  occurred  in  replacement  costs, 
but  it  is  equally  true  that  a  diminished 
efficiency  of  profit-earning  assets  retards 
development,  and  the  amounts  charged 
against  profits  under  the  heading  of  de- 
preciation should  be  as  equitable  as 
possible  as  between  one  year  and  another. 

When  the  annual  cost  of  repairs  and 
upkeep  is  relatively  low,  and  reasonably 
uniform  in  amount,  an  equal  proportion

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QUININE   FROM  ECUADOR 

When  Java  fell  into  the  hands  of  the 
Japanese  during  the  19.39-45  war  virtually 
the  entire  quinine  resources  of  the  world 
were  lost  to  the  Allies.  Under  the  direc- 
tion of  Froelich  Rainy,  a  scientist  in  the 
service  of  the  State  Department  of  the 
United  States  Government,  several  expedi- 
tions were  sent  into  the  barely  accessible 
high  rain  forests  of  the  Ecuadorian  Andes, 
suffering  intense  hardships  and  losing  one 
of  their  leaders,  only  to  return  unsuccessful. 
The  search  was,  however,  continued. 
Botanists,  foresters,  chemists,  engineers  and 
doctors  made  up  a  "  Mission  de  Chinchona 
del  Ecuador  "  sent  by  the  U.S.  Board  of 
Economic  Warfare.  Mule  tracks  were  built 
through  previously  impenetrable  jungle 
forests  to  reach  trees  (singly  or  in  clusters) 
located  by  scouts.  Indians  carried  back 
the  bark  to  the  base  laboratories  where  it 
was  processed.  By  1943  small  amounts  of 
Ecuadorian  quinine  were  being  produced.

In  the  home  market,  trade  in  Pharmaceu- 
ticals and  Fine  Chemicals  has  been  slow. 
During  the  week  under  review  Dextrose. 
B.P.,  and  Powdered  Glucose  (Mono- 
hydrate)  were  advanced  by  threepence  per 
lb.  ;  the  basic  rates,  for  quantities  under 
1  cwt.  in  28-lb.  packages  are  now  Is.  4d. 
per  lb.  for  the  former  product  and  Is.  2|d. 
for  the  monohydrate.  The  new  prices  came 
into  operation  on  April  1.  Prices  of  all 
grades  of  Zinc  Oxide  have  been  reduced 
by  £4  per  ton,  with  effect  from  April  4 ; 
pharmacopoeial  quality  is  now  £106  15s. 
per  ton.  On  export  account,  it  is  under- 
stood that,  as  a  result  of  the  Anglo- 
Egyptian  financial  agreement  (see  p.  466), 
there  has  been  an  increase  already  in  de- 
mand from  Egypt  for  fine  chemical  pro- 
ducts and  a  number  of  substantial  orders 
have  been  booked.  The  allocation  system 
for  Borax  and  Boric  acid  lapsed  on  April 
1  and  these  products  have,  in  general,  re- 
verted to  ordinary  trading  conditions.  The 
amount  of  borax  available  for  the  manu- 
facture of  Sodium  perborate  is,  however, 
still  limited.  From  May  1,  the  Board  of 
Trade  will  be  prepared  to  consider  applica- 
tions for  import  licences  for  borax  and 
boric  acid  from  any  firm. 

There  are  signs  of  an  increase  in  export 
inquiry  for  Crude  Drugs,  etc.,  but  the 
home  market,  generally,  remains  quiet. 
Cape  Aloes  is  dearer  on  spot  reflecting  an 
increase  in  shipment  quotations.  There  has 
been  a  good  request  for  Canada  balsam 
and  spot  holders  are  now  asking  21s.  per 
lb.

ESSENTIAL  OILS 
IN  SOVIET  GEORGIA 

The  Georgian  Republic  of  the  Soviet 
Union  enjoys  a  sub-tropical  climate  and 
has  a  rich  soil.  In  recent  years  a  serious 
effort  has  been  made  to  established  a  new 
industry — the  cultivation  of  plants  for  pro- 
duction of  essential  oils.  One  of  the  princi- 
pal perfume  sources  to  be  developed  is 
the  geranium  [Pelargonium  spp.],  from 
which  many  tons  of  oil  are  now  produced 
annually.  In  1947  at  least  7,000,000  cut- 
tings were  prepared  and  energetic  steps 
are  now  being  taken  to  increase  cultiva- 
tion. The  Suhum  zonal  experimental 
station  has  developed  a  new  variety,  yield- 
ing three  times  as  much  oil  as  the  rose 
geranium  hitherto  employed.  Experimental 
crops  have  given  very  satisfactory  results, 
and  it  is  planned  to  have  from  700  to  800 
hectares  under  this  new  crop  by  the  end 
of  five  years.  A  green  oil  is  also  produced 
from  it.  Another  novelty  in  Soviet  Georgia 
is  rose-farming,  a  technique  introduced 
from  the  famous  rose  gardens  of  Kazanlik 
in  Bulgaria.  A  third  important  plant  is 
basil,  Ocimum  basilicum.  This  herb,  which 
has  so  ancient  and  high  a  repute  in  the 
East  that  it  has  earned  the  name  of  vasili- 
hon  (the  royal),  is  now  being  cultivated 
in  Georgia  on  a  considerable  scale,  the 
farms  of  the  Lagodekhi  Region  producing 
as  much  as  six  or  seven  tons  of  green 
basil  oil.  Other  plants  grown  are 
patchouli,  tuberose,  big-flowered  jasmine, 
and  some  others  that  are  of  particular 
value  in  the  production  of  fixatives.  A 
Perfumery  Trust  has  been  set  up  and  this 
exceeded,  in  1947,  the  planned  figure  for 
output  of  attar  of  roses,  leaving  a  sur- 
plus for  experimental  purposes.  The 
Government  has  decided  to  build  a  fac- 
tory to  manufacture  perfumes,  toilet  waters, 
cosmetics,  toilet  soap  and  similar  products.
